Council met in adjourned session 


Friday evening for the purpose of con- 
idering the repoct of the Cambridge- 
Walnut board of equalization. 
The 


preliminary argument was long and 
pirited and tbe report was linally 
adopted. It may result in the city de- 
ending a number of actions in court. 


President Weisner 
could not be 
present, and Mr.Tisb called the meet- 
ng to order. W K. Pomerene and B. 


Voorbees were there to present the 


claims of property owners on the 
treeu. Mr. Pomerene said:

Heskett's property was first, 
assessed at 12,800, but that is excess- 
ve under tbe law.

was assessed for taxes at $4,000."

Vales Were Cast. 


The county Republican convention, 
called for the purpose of selecting Cu- 
shocton county's representation at 
tbe state convention to be held in 
Cleveland, was held in city hail this 
afternoon. 
Republicans from all parts of tLie 


county began to arrive early in the 
day as tbe call provided for a mass 
convention. The hall was filled with 
enthusiastic members of the party 
when tbe time arrived for calling the. 
convention to order. 
Six delegates were to be chosen and 
it was decided that the six receiving 
the laigest number of votes were to 
be declared elected. 
Promptly at one o'clock W. M. 
Smith called tbe convention to order, 
and George A. Hay at once placed in 
nomination for chairman 
Wv B. Mc- 
Ciuie. of Warsaw. Seth M. Snyder 
nominated W. A. Smith, but both 
names were afterward withdrawn and 
tbe name of Captain Compton put 
forward as a compromise. 
He was 
elected by acclamation. R A. Craw- 
ford was cbosen secret-iry and Walter 
Winters assistant secretary.

Couiptoa 
named Boy 


Adams. W. J. Bahmer and T. P. Per 
kins tellers, and the convention was 
ready for the selection of delegates. 
The Snyder ticket bore tbe names 


of Seth M Snyder. R. A. Powelson, 
Henry King, David Davis, Albert 
Sboeman and W. F. Pare. 


On the Hay ticket were George A. 


Hay, H. H. Gaskill, R. A. Powelson. 
Frank Stone, Thomas LeRetiliev and 
David Davis. 
The voting was quickly 
passed 
through. 449 ballots being cast. The 
tellers cjunted rapidly and tbe result- 
was soon announced. 
The Snyder ticket won receiving 301 
ballots while the Hay ticket only got 
148. Tbe announcement of the vote 
was greeted with a cheer. Of the 4»4 
ballots cast only 15 were scratched. 
Mr. Snyder, when quiet was restor- 


ed, moved that the defeated candi- 
dates for delegates be made tbe alter- 
nates, and the motion carried unani- 
mously. 
Tbe convention was then declared 


adjourned.

The fire drew a great crowd to the 


stock yards, and it is estimated that 
at least iu.000 people were gathered 
around the burning building to watch 
the progress of the flames. Several 
viaducts traverse the yards at a height 
of 20 feet from the ground, and upon 
these points of vantage the people 
gathered. One of the viaducts ends 
near the lard refinery, antl from the 
north side of this viaduct a hog-run 
300 feet long extends to the plant of 
Armour & Company.
